WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The White House left it up 
to Nikita Khrushchev today 
to indicate the odds for a 
summit conference on the 
Middle East. 
President Eisenhower told the 
Soviet prem ier Tuesday this coun­ 
try is willing to participate in 
such a conference — provided it 
is “ generally desired” and provid­ 
ed it is held in the United Nations 
Security Council.
